The set of S. Julian 
tapestries hung in the Cathedral of Le Mans until the French Revolution, 
when the armies of the Vendée used them to line the ambulances, and the 
complete series was never regained. Several pieces still remain in the 
Cathedral of Le Mans, and another piece is in the Musée de la Psallette.
